Grierson Estate, lack proper side- 
walks. 

“You mean?” he was asked. 

“1 mean that if proper side- 
walks are lacking in those two 
districts, and if delivery service 

is being given them we might 
cut off the carrier routes.” 

“Can you be quoted?” he was ask- 
ed. 

“Yes, indeed. If we have made 
an error by giving delivery service 
where sidewalks are lacking, 
will have to consider what action 
the department will take. And if 
the error has been serious enough, 
we might cut off the service.”

O CHANCE FOR SERVICE 

“There is no chance,” said Mr. 
Turnbull. “If we have been in error 
in giving service to those other two 
districts, we do not intend to pile 
another mistake on the first two.” 
When informed that service to 
the Grierson Estate had been re- 
commended by postal officials in 
Edmonton, Mr. Turnbull had a 
ready and sharp answer. 

“How can that have become 
public knowledge, when such re- 
ports are supposed to be con- 
fidential?” he asked. “Any such 
recommendations are made here 
to headquarters, and should not 
be discussed by officials of our 
district offices with the news- 
papers or anybody else.” 
Actually it didn’t matter what 
postal authorities in Edmonton had 
recommended, he pointed out, 


HEADQUARTERS DECISION 
“The decision is one to be made 

only by postal headquarters here, 
nd not by district offices. That's 
hat we have a headquarters for.” 


Mr. Turnbull has been follow- 
Ing editorials and news stories 
in The Edmonton Bulletin on the 
Grierson Estate situation, and 
made it very plain he was not to

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Differential the Real Issue 


The 21 percent increase in most Cana- 
dian freight rates will be accepted by the 
West, at least, as a necessary if painful 
economic affliction in accord with rising 
costs. But the real issue in this end of 
Canada is the mountain differential and 
the board of transport commissioners 
should reconsider its refusal to end that 


iniquity. 


There is no doubt that the freight rate 
increases will elevate the cost of living on 
many commodities. This cannot be avoid- 
ed because while it is important to keep 
the living costs index at the lowest possible 
level, it is also important to maintain the 
transportation structure in a healthy state. 
The railways cannot be expected to absorb 
rising costs to a point where their service 
has to be curtailed or amended, 

The entje situation with regard to 
freight rates has been surveyed by an im- 
partial board responsible to the govern- 
ment of Canada and it must be assumed 
that that board’s finding is, fair and equi- 


table to a point. 


But if the board of transport commis- 
sioners has thus demonstrated so generous- 
ly the spirit of fairness towards the rail- 


Increased Pensions 


The new legislative amendments that 
increase teachers’ pensions in Alberta to 
521% percent of the average salary they 
have received over their last five years of 
service are an encouraging sign of public 
awakening to the importance of the teach- 


er’s task in the community. 


Under the new system, teachers who 
have averaged $100 a month over their 
last five yedrs will receive $52.50 per month 
pension. Those who have averaged $200 a 
month will receive $105 a month pension. 

Towards this pension fund, the teach- 
ers themselves will contribute 4 percent 
of their salary instead of 3 percent as 


in the past.

The only answer I can get from 
responsible government sources 
is; “That would mean war, We 
don't believe the Russians want 
war.” 

Yet every recent move of the 
Russians—especially those in 
Czechoslovakia, Finland, Norway, 
and the tremendous election cam- 
paign in Italy—is a war move. 
Occupation of the Middle East is 
essential to drive the U.S, from 
Europe and Asia, 

The Russians, obviously, wish 
to harvest the fruits of a tri- 
umphant world war without com- 
mitting a technical act of aggres- 
sion, 

If the Red Army marches into 


the Middle East, on the tail of 
departing British troops—which 
it could do with consummate 
case, to endorse a UN decision 


promoted by the U.S.—would that 
be an act of aggression? Could 
they conceivably occupy the 
Arabian world on a better pre- 
text or one which would more 
certainly divide the U.S.? 


The Jewish agency does not 
want that solution, though there 
are within it powerful groups 
who do.

Indirect Cost 
Of Liquor 


Editor, Bulletin — Recently 
when Britain’s liquor bill was 
quoted as being £685,000,000, one 
correspondent advanced the point 
that at least the government 
benefitted from the taxes accru- 
ing. 

But economists have repeatedly 
called attention to the fact that 
receipts from the manufacture 
and sale of liquor are not net re- 
ceipts—that there are offsets con- 
sisting of the cost to the govern- 
ment (not the manufacturer) of 
caring for the consequences of 
the trade. The cost of repairing 
damage done to social welfare by 
crime police expense, industrial 
workers’ loss of time and effici- 
ency has been carefully estimated 
as requiring 89 cents out of every 
dollar. 

This figure has been arrived at 
by observations over a wide field 
by the American Business Men's 
Research Foundation.

On the front page of a March 
edition of the Evening Times- 
Globe df Saint John, N.B., appear- 
ed a letter written by a corporal 
in the 1st Battalion, Saint John 
Fusiliers. 

The editor of the Times-Globe, 
noting the threat of war and 
anxious to discover the attitude 


-of young men to going into uni- 


form, ran the corporal’s letter. 
Here is part of it, the language 
unedited: 

“It pains me greatly to hear 
so many lately say that they 
wouldn't go to war unless they 
were forced. I don’t want war 
the same as any. other does, but 
when it does come I won't have 
to be chased to join. 

“Love of your country is as 
fine a thing as anybody can 
boast of. Next Wednesday we 
have our annual inspection. If 
these people who say they 
wouldn't go to war would only 
go down and watch on and see 
the Fusiliers on parade. and see 
the colors marched on and the 
band playing, swords drawn and 
every man standing there know- 
ing he owes his country some- 
thing and has a duty to perform, 
if that doesn’t bring out the Can- 
adian in him, nothing will.” 

On the following day the Times- 
Globe ran a follow-up letter from 
one of the corporal’s officers. 
Here is part of it: 

“If some of the people who 
cast disparaging remarks about 
the militia could do as you say 
—go and watch the Fusiliers on 
parade with their drums and 
band, and the colors, the emblem 
of loyalty to our King and coun- 
try, set off in all their martial 
glory—I am sure that they would 
feel as you do and become good 
and loyal patriots. 

“I think a spirit such as yours 
is very commendable, and if I 
knew your identity I would be 
the first one to recommend you 
for your third chevron.”

These two letters produced 
several] others, On the third day 
the Times-Globe ran a letter 
signed “International Patriot.” 
Here is an excerpt from it: 

“I am neither prepared nor 
have I come to any conclusion 
regarding personal participation 
in any war, defensive or other- 
wise, should the rumors now 
abroad become a reality, Don't 
mistake me for a pacifist. I’m 
not—nor am I a conscientious 
objector. I am merely making 
an attempt in this highly organ- 
ized world at being an individual. 

“And if war comes I will close 
my eyes to the flag waving; I 
will shut out the noise of the 
bands playing; I will not see the 
placards and the propaganda, I 
will try to continue making my 
own deductions and form my 
own conclusions,

“T am not asking the corporal 
to change his views, I merely 
want him to think for himself, 
When he thinks of the glories of 
war, I want him also to try to 
picture clearly in his mind the 
multilated body of a hideously 
wounded soldier. 

“1 would like him to visit the 
wards of the soldiers’ hospitals, 
1 would like him to picture him- 
self dropping shells in the midst 
of: groups of young men whom 
he doesn't even know and who 
might have been his friends.” 


Who Is the 
Individualist? 


This letter, in turn, was fol 
lowed by a bitter letter from a 
veteran and signed “Old Sweat.” 
Here is part of it, addressed to 
“International Patriot”: 

“Really, the corporal is much 
more of an ‘individualist’ than 
you. He has given serious 
thought to world conditions and 
has read of the rape of other 
countries, He has decided that 
he would not like to see his 
country or his people subjected 
to the same treatment, He has 
realized that the world is not 
yet ready for the Great Universal 
Peace, 

“Quietly, and without any mob 
hysteria to urge him on, he has 
made up his mind that he can 
best protect his loved ones by be- 
ing prepared to fight, if and when 
necessary.” 

The Times-Globe fifth letter 
eame from a Saint John woman 
who signed herself, “One Who 
Admires and Respects The Mi 
litia.” It read, in part: 

“No one wants war, except cer- 
tain nations. But it is only the 
most short-sighted who will claim 
that it is not the part of wisdom 
to be prepared to defend not only 
civilization and democracy, but 
Canada, wives and families. I 
for one am deeply grateful to the 
boys and men who make up our 
militia, and who give their time 
to be trained.” 

Then, to conclude the subject, 
the Times-Globe ran a final let- 
ter from the corporal who 
wrote: 

“I lost my father in the last war. 
I might add that my wife is 
against me going to drills, but as 
you know war concerns men 
mostly and women cannot under- 
stand anything only that they may 


lose their loved ones...” 
. . . 


I suppose you are wondering 
why I have reproduced so much 
of this newspaper correspondence 
when similar letters are an every- 
day affair in our own letter 
columns—or why I have wired 
the editor of the Times-Glohe 
asking him the fate of the writin 
Corporal. 

The reason {is simple. These 
timely letters were in March edi- 
tions of the newspaper, but the 
year was 1938,

NELSON, B.C., March 31—If and when Edmonton's 
City Fathers get around again to the question of a civic 
centre of one kind or another, they could do worse than 
delegate some one to do a little scouting of the all-service 
plant of which Nelson boasts. 

Built 10 years ago at a cost of $285,000 the concrete 
and steel building houses: (A) an auditorium 200 feet long, 
presently leased to Famous Players for use as a cinema 
(showing: James Cagney in “13 Rue Madeleine”); (B) a 
recreation hall 143 feet by 30 feet, the largest of its kind 
in the B.C. interior; (C) an arena, 180x80 feet, which will 
accommodate 3,000 fans; (D) a five-sheet curling rink 

where annually is staged Nelson’s rapidly-gaining-in-prom- 
inence mid-summer 'spiel. 

On the north side of the building is the civic stadium 
boasting a 440-yard cinder track, a roofed-in grandstand, 
with seats for approximately 400, a baseball diamond, foot- 
ball field and various pits for field events. 


And, oh yes. It should have been mentioned that 
the main building houses a many-thousand volume 
civic library. Talk about a layout this is it.

Not a member of the Flyers but has expressed amazement that a 
city of less than 8,000 inhabitants could have come up with such an 
eye-filling serviceable centre. ' 

“We've got nothing like this even in Edmonton,” more than one 
native has heard from Alec Pringle, Bud MacPherson or one of 
their team mates.

Home of the Nelson Maple Leafs of the West Kootenay loop, the 
arena is well lighted. A large, electrically operated clock beats out 
the minutes for the patrons, On the sour side is the presence of a 
number of girders. 

Seems when the centre was being built the citizens got a good 
deal on the steel supports. They’ve regretted ever since.having taken 
advantage of the offer. 

A five-man*commission calls the shots for Nelson's civic centre. 
It’s described in an official brochure as “one of Canada’s outstand- 
ing recreational and amusement centres for men and women, young 
and old, and especially the children.” 

It’s all of that—and then some. 

Monday afternoon manager Birse showed us through the building 
in company with “Windy” Lyndon and Bernie Ost, referees in charge 
of the Flyer-Smoke Eater series, and “Ace” Bailey, formerly with 
Calgary Stampeders of the gridiron whirl. 

A look in on the gymnasium uncovered a group of little tykes, 
one or two no older than eight or nine years, up to their necks in a 
hot game of basketball. Others were clamoring to get into the library 
and a few youngsters also taking advantage of the Easter recess from 
school, had found their way to the arena, 

Whoever included in the brochure the phrase “especially for 
‘the children” was giving out with more than mere lip service. 

Granted what does in Nelson as a civic centre might not 
meet the needs of much larger Edmonton. 

But for our part we feel a little humbled after seeing what has 
been accomplished in this wide awake mountain community.
